THREE NEGROES JAILED AFTER CHASE ON TRAIN F ROM ONTARIO TO ALHAMBRA 


Deputy Don Doughty of. the 
Ontario sheriff's sub-station got 
his man—or men, rather—last 
night, but it was quite a chase. 

As a result of Doughty's ac- 
tion, three Negroes are in jail 
charged with the robbery and 
beating of a fellow ‘passenger’ 
aboard a Southern Pacific 
freight train, 

They were taken into custody 
in Alhambra after attempting to 
flee the train which Doughty 
boarded outside Ontario, 


The action started when Jer- 
rold Samuels, 18, Brooklyn, N. 
Y. was found beaten and bleed- 
ing at the Paradise cafe, High- 
way 99 near Central avenue. 

Questioning him, Deputy 
Doughty and fellow officer De- 
puty J. B. Phillfps, learned that 
he had been beaten by three Ne- 
groes and two white men in an 
orange grove. 

Samuels sald he'd never pick- 
ed an orange. When he reaghed 
up into the tree to select, “a 


nice, big one,”’ one of his com- 
panions struck him and others 
followed suit. 

They bound his hands, preven- 
ting him from reboarding the 
freight. 

The deputies immediately pur- 
sued, with Deputy Doughty 
boarding the caboose of the 100- 
car train. He had searched some 
75 cars by the time the freight 
reached Alhambra station.

Chaffey college students are 
going to need the 
housing at Euclid avenue and 
Fifth street for a long time to 
come.

Ontario Tax 
Rafe $1.80 


A tax rate of $1.80—18 cents 
above the Upland figure —- has 
been established for Ontario for 
the fiscal year 1948-49. 

That aSsessment was set by 
city council in enacting a $622,- 
990.50 budget, increased by $96,- 
925 the budget of last year. The 
tax boost represents a jump of 
26 cents over the previous 12- 
month period. 

The major portion of this <in- 
crease is accounted for ‘by the 
$450,000 sewage plant bond issue 
which was approved by voters 
last April 13. 

By departments, the new bud- 
get breaks down as follows: 

General fund, $468,424; parks 
and music, parks and advertising 
fund, $54,974; library, $29,875; 
bond interest and redemption, 
$69,717.50. 

Although no new city workers 
are to be added, a $20 cost-of- 
living increase te personnel ac- 
counts for a major portion of 
the budgetary raise.

Incomes at 
Record High 


WASHINGTON, (t?) The 
personal income of Americans 
climbed to an annual rate 
$211,900,000,000 in June, a rec- 
ord high, the commerce depart- 
ment reported today. 

The sharp increase centered in 
factory pay checks, which fat- 
tened because of “third round” 
wage increases in some of the 
major durable goods industries. 

The gain resulted also from 
higher prices received by farm- 
ers for livestock, and “from the 
absence of labor-management 
disputes,” the department said. 

The midyear rate of income 
compares with $207,200,000,000 in 
May and with a previous all- 
time peak of  $209,400,000,000 
reached in January of this year. 
The income total for 1947 was 
$195,200,000,000.

shadows on clear sunny days. The 
shadow of a tree, out in the open, 
will show this blue. The tree is 
lighted by the sun. But the sha- 
dow is lighted by reflected light 
from the sky. And this skylight 
is blue. 

A red brick wall, reflecting red | 
light, may give the shadow a reca- | 
dish tinge. Shadows take on dif- | 
ferent colors depending upon what | 
color of reflected light is striking | 
the shadowed area. This little-ob- | 
served delicacy of coloring by na- 
ture is described by Ralph M. | 
Evans, an authority on color of 
the Eastman Kodak Company, in 
a new book, “An Introduction to 
Color.” (John Wiley & Sons, $6). 

A shadow on a white surface on 
a clear sunny Qay will be found 
to match the sky, he points out. 
If there are isolated clouds, re- 
flecting the sunlight, they mix 
sunlight with the blue in the sha- | 
dow. The color of the shadow is | 
far less bluc. With many scattered 
clouds, the light intensity may be- 
come quite high in the shadows, 
and be the same color as the sun.
